And,  primarily  they  came  to  escape 
the  religious  persecution  then  rampant  in  the  land  of  their 
birth*  They  were  mostly  of  the  German  Baptist  Brethren  1 aitn 
and  were  commonly  known  as  Bunkards,  Some  were  Amish  and  still 
other  families  and  groups  embraced  the  Mennonite  faitn.  iae- 
Garbers  have  peopled  the  entire  United  States  with  thousands  of 
sturdy,  dependable  citizens,  many  of  whom  have  attained  con- 
siderahle  reknown  .as  Educators,  Farmers,  Lawyers,  Musicians, 
Artists,  Authors,  Doctors,  Soldiers,  Jurists  and  in  practically 
every  ether  honorable  occupation  or  profession.  The  d_ -c^ndm 
of  Samuel  and  Mary  Garber  are  no  exception.  They  have  contri¬ 
buted  an  unusually  high  percentage  of  outstanding  citizens.

He  was  the  last  man  to  fly  a  plane  over  the 
Island,  during  which  flight  he  was  wounded  and  was  forced  to  make  a 
crash  landing  after  his  motor  was  damaged  by  enemy  fire.  In  December

squadron  for  their  heroic  deeds.  In  May  1942,  he  v  as  repor^d  uo  be 
a  prisoner  of  war  of  the  Japs  in  occupied  China,  and  some  months  later 
his  valor  was  further  recognized  by  a  promotion  to  the  rank  of  Major.

Pier  bountiful 
garden  and  the  fruit  of  the  farm  was  the  unfailing  source  of  the 
generous  stock  of  canned  goods  to  be  found  in  her  cellar,  Fruito, 
vegetables,  jams,  preserves,  dried  herbs  for  home  medication,  ooep 
from  waste  grease  and  the  old  lye  barrel,  are  only  a  few  of  the 
items  to  be  found  in  Sarah’s  pioneer  home*  She  was  a  devut  Christian 
woman  and  attended  the  Salem  Baptist  Church  regularly*  She  died  on 
Hov *  13th.  1914  at  the  ripe  age  of  81  years,  and  is  buried  beside 

her  husband  in  the  Salem  Church  cemetery.

in  writing  of  his  experiences,  Mr.  Hartup  says  the  biggest 
moment  of  his  life  was,  "On  March  10th.  1933,  a  very  severe  earthquake 
struck  Long  Beach,  Calif,  where  wo  resided  at  that  time.  The  first 
shock  was  very  similar  to  a  terrific  explosion;  it  upset  everything 
that  was  moveable.  Less  serious  shocks  continued  every  few  seconds, 
and  they  v.-oro  quite  severe  for  five  or  ton  minutes.'  We  gathered  up 
a  few  personal  belongings,  locked  the  house  and  left.  As  we  lived 
only  18  ft.  above  sea  level,  wo  thought  a  tidal  wave  might  follow. 

Wo  stayed  all  night  with  friends  near  Los  Angelos  and  returned  to 
our  home  two  days  later  to  view  the  wreckage  and  clean  up  the  moss. 
Long  Beach  cooked  with  gas,  and  there  was  not  a  single  public 
place  open  until  the  Standard  Oil  Company,  under  my  direct  super¬ 
vision,  equipped  70  cafes,  hospitals  and  other  institutions  with 
bottled  gas.  We  worked  very  hard  for  three  weeks  and  by  rendering 
this  service  took  the  people  off  the  bread  line  and  out  of  soup 
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kitchens  until  the  gas  mains  were  repaired.  Vie  worked  oca  •  »  -nj  ^"te 
preparing  hospitals  for  new  arrivals,  and  in  some  instances  prepared 
gas  for  cremations.  There  were  a  total  of  119  people  killed  in  this 

catastrophe  *

Dr.  Garber  so  touched  the  life  of  this  section  and  influenced 
it  for  good  th±  the  complete  story  of  his  life  work  cannot  be  told. 
Briefly  I  want  to  speak  of  him  as  a  physician,  as  a  citizen  and  as  a 
churchman.  As  a  physician,  he  occupied  a  prominent  place  in  the  State, 
being  one  time  vice  president  of  the  Indiana  Medical  Society  and 
president  of  the  Eighth  District  Medical  Society*  He  was  held  in 
highest  esteem  by  the  men  of  his  profession.

He  taught  five  terms  of  school  in 
Richland  Township,  three  at  Sandhill  School  and  two  in  Hoble  County

However,  in  1900,  he  yearned  for  his  early  surroundings  and  family

His  beloved  wife  died  in  1910,  and  with  his  children 
married,  he  established  his  residence  in  the  city  of  Cambridge,  Ohio.
